He knows that 
none of these practices can tell him 
about God's man, the perfect idea of 
Spirit, which he really is. The Chris- 
tian Scientist does not study phys- 
ical anatomy to learn about the 
structure of the so-called material 
body, but he practices spiritual 
anatomy, which Mrs. Eddy defines 
in Sclence and Health (p. 462) as 
follows: "Anatomy, when concelved 
of spiritually, is mental self-knowl- 
edge, and consists in the dissection 
of thoughts to discover their quality, 
quantity, and origin. Are thoughts 
divine or human? That is the im- 
portant question. ‘This branch of 
study is indispensable to the excision 
of error.” e 

A man once approached a Chris- 
tian Scientist, greatly disturbed be- 
cause a physician had examined him 
and ordered an immediate operation 
to correct an internal condition. He 
had lost many pounds of weight and 
was in great fear. In his despair, he 
dismissed the doctors and turned 
wholeheartedly to Christian Science. 

The -Christian Scientist from 
whom he sought help was momen- 
tarily stunned by the story which he 
heard, for he appeared to be suffer- 
ing from a similar physical disorder. 
However, in accordance with the 
teac! of Christian Science, he 
re the material testimony for 
the evidence of Spirit. He knew that 
God's man does not possess a mate- 


rial body, but is the embodiment of | 


perfect spiritual ideas, held together 
in eternal, harmonious, perfect re- 
lationships.
